Im- 
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Impartiality, to banith from the Mind 
all Regard to perfonal Motives, and to 
confider every Queftion in its whole 
Extent, without fuffering the Attention 
to be reftraincd to particular Circum- 
ftlances, or the Judgment to be ob- 
ftruted by partial Affection. 

This Rule, my Lards, feems not to 
have been very carefully obferved by 
the moft vehement,Advocates for Ju- 
ftice in the Cafe before us; for they ap 
pear not to be fcliciteus that .any 
fhould receive agen but the Perfon 
mentioned in the Fill, they do not 
yemember, that the Publick has cried 
ovt for Juitice more than twenty Years, 
for Juftice which has not yet been ob- 
tained, and which can be obtained on- 
ly by the Method.now propofed. 

It ir neceflary, my Lords, for thofe 
who are fo watchfu! againft the Breach 
of Juflice, to proye that any Means 
cin be unjuft which have no other 
Tendency than the Deteétion of Wick- 
ednefs, of Wickednels too artful or 
too powerful to be punifhed by the 
common Rules of Law. 

The Introduétion of new Methods 
of Profecution, is the natural Con- 
fequence of new Schemes of Villany or 
new Arts of Evafion, nor isit neceflary 
that Precedents. fhould be produced, 
when the Wifdom of the Legiflature 
concurs in acknowledging the Necef- 
fity of extraordinary Meafures. Tho’ 
our Conftitution is in the higheft Degree 
excellent, I never yet heard that it 
was perfect, and whatever is not per- 
fe may be improved. Our Laws 
however wife, are yet the Contrivances 
of human Policy, and why fhould we 
defpair of adding fomewhat to that 
which we inherit from our Anceftors? 
Why fhould we imag:ne that they an- 
ticipated every Contingency, and leftG 
nothing for fucceeding Ages ? 

I think, my Lords, with the high- 

- ef Regard both of our Laws and 
, thofe by wham they were éhadtéd, but 
I look with no Jefs Veneration on this 
illuftrious Affembly ; I believe your 
Lordihips equal to your Progenitors # 
in Abilities; and “therefore finte you

If the Argument drawn from 
the Want of Precedents be now of any 
Force, let it be proved that its Force 
was lefs in any former Reign, and let 
it be confidered how our Government 
could have attained its prefent Excel- 
lence, had this Houfe, inftead of ap- 
plying to every Grievance its proper 
Remedy, been amuafed with turning 
over Journals, and looking upon every 
new Emergence for Precedents, ‘of 
which it is certain that there muft have 
been a Time in which they were not 
to be found. 

In all Regulations eftablithed by the 
Legiflature, it is fufficient that they do fF 
not produce Confufion by being incon. 
fiftent with former Laws, that they 
unite eafily with our Conftitution, and 
do not tend to the Embarraffment of 
the Machine of Government. — This 
Confideration, my Lords, has been ina 
very remarkable Manner regarded by 
thofe who drew up the Bill before'us, 
a Bill of which the Noble Nardac has 
proved, that it will be fo far from per- F 
plexing our judicial Proceedings, that 
it will reconcile the Law to itlelf, and 
free us from the Neceflity of obeying 
one Precept by the Negleé& of another. 

The Arguments of the Noble Nar- 
dac, are fuch as in my Opinion can- 
not be anfwered, or heard impartially 
without “Conviction.° The Maxims 
quoted by .him are each of- them: in- 
conteflably true, they are on this Oc- 
cafion incompatible, and this is the on 
ly Method by which they can be*se- 
Conciled. 

Nor has he only fhown the Proprie- f

They have firit, 
by requiring Precedents, determined, 
that our Conftitution muft be hencefor- 
ward for ever at a Stand, and then by 
declaring that no Precedents are of 
any Weight, in which every Circum- 
ftance is not parallel to the Cafe in 
Debate, have debarred us from the Re- 
petition of any occafional Law ; they 
have declared, almoft in plain Terms, 
themfelves ufelefs, and deftroyed that 
Authority at once, which they feem fo 
much afraid of communicating to the 
Clinabs.

Had there been no Precedent in our 
judicial Proceedings, my Lords, which 
bore any Refemblance to this Bill, 
there would not from thence have a- 
rifen any juft Objeétion. Common Pro- 
ceedings are eftablifhed for common 
Occafions ; and it feems to have been the 
Principle of our Anceftors, that it is 
better to give ten guilty Perfons an Op-

The Knowledge and Experience of 
thofe who concurred in fending this 
Bill for your’ Lordfhips Approbation, 
cannot but produce fome Degree of 
Prepoffeilion in its Favour ; for how 
can it be imagined, my Lords, that 
Men of great Abilities and continual 
Opportunities ef Obfervation, fhould 
not be well verfed ‘in Queftions relating 
chiefly to their private Intereft, and 
difcover the neareit way to their own 
Succets! . 

And yet, my Lords, it will be found 
that their Sagacity has perhaps never 
fo apparently forfaken them as on this 
Occation, that no Propofition was ever 


and the faid © \aid before this Houfe, in which mofe 


contracted Metives were difcovered, 
and that the Bill isfuch as might rather 
have been expected from petty Traders 
unacquainted with ‘the Situatiod of 
Kingdoms, the Intetefts of Princes, 
the Arts of Policy, the Laws of thei 
own Countryand' the Conduct of for- 
mer Wars, than by Merchants of ex- 
tenfive Traffick, general Correfpon- 
pondence, and great Attainments. 
Before [ proceed, my Lotds, to con- 
firm the Charater of the Bill by: a dif- 
tin& Confideration of the ‘particular 


.Paragraphs, and an Enémetation of the 


fevera! Improprieties and Defeéts which 
may 
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may be found in it, I think it not fu- 
perfluous or unfeafonzble to remark one 
general Error, common to this with all 
other Laws of the fame kind, the 
Error of prefcribing Rules to military 
Operations, of ‘attempting to fix what 
js in its own Nature variable, as it 
muft depend upon external Canfes to 
which the Lidiputian Legiflature has 
yet found no means of extending its 
Authority. 

To dire@, upon remote Conieétures 
and uncertain Profpeéts, the Condnét 
of a Comander, is, in my Opinion, my 
Lords, not more rational than to trace 
upon a Chart the Courfe of a Ship and 
pronounce it criminal to deviate from 
it. The one fuppofes a Foreknow- 
ledge of the Motions of the Wind, 
and the other of the Councils of our 
Enemics, nor can any thing be expec- 
ted ftom fuch Regulations but Over- 
throw and Difgrace. I believe, my 
Lords, that in running over the Hifto- 
ries of the World, and examining the 
Originals of the mightiefiEmpires, and 
the fudden Revolutions which have 
been produced by the overpowering 
Torrents of War, which at different 
Periods of Time have {wept the Powers 
of the Earth before them, it will be 
found that all rapid Conquefts and fud- 
den Extenfions of Empire have been 
efeted by Sovereign Princes at the 
Head of Armies which afled only by 
immediate Command, that few me- 
morable Actions have been perform- 
ed by delegated Commanders, and F 
that of thofe few whofe Names have 
defcended to Pofterity, thofe have ge- 
nerally been moft fuccefsful who were 
invefted with the largeft Powers, who 
aéted without Controul, and were at 
Liberty to {natch every Opportunity, 
and improve every favourable Con- G 
jun&ure, without any Neceflity of 
communicating their Schemes, of 


| Waiting for the Refult of tedious De- 
| liberations, or of Soliciting a Relaxa- 
| ton of former Orders. 


But, my Lords; though perbaps all 
politive Prefcriptions of the Condu& 
of military Undertakings have a Fen-

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dency rather to obitruét. than promote 
Succefs, yet as they may be drawn-wp 
with different Degrees of Wildom ané@ 
Sagacity, they may havea greater.or 


A lefs Avpearance of Ufefulnels and Rea» 


fon. Such as have been. well com> 
certed may afford ufeful Hints, though 
they cught not to be enacted with in+ 
difpenfab:e Obligations. And to.coa- 
fider even thofe in which lef Proofs 
of Siilland Forefight can bedifcovered; 
may have at leaft this Advantage, that 
the Propofals may not be fpeedily re- 
peated, nor our Counfels embarraffed 
with abfurd Expedients. I fhall there- 
fore lay before your Lordfhips my O- 
pinion of every Paragraph, and thew 


c what are the Objections which may be 


raifed both to the whole Bill in gene- 
ral, and to its particular Claufes. 

To the Billin general, it muf. be 
objected, that it is filled with vagte 
Expreffions, and Ideas fo indetermi- 
nate, that no Man can tell when he 
Here are many Rules 
ordered to be obferved when there foal 
be no juli and fufficient Reafon for neg- 
le&ting them, and fome Operations to 
be performed as often as there fhall be 
Occafion, and Ships are. to cruife in @ 
certain Latitude, unlefs rhere is a Ne 
ceffity of employing them elfewhere. 

Did not the title of this Bill, my 
Lords, give it fome Claim to a ferious 
Confideration, and did not the Inte- 
grity and Capacity of thofe by whene 
it was drawn up, exempt them fron 
Contempt and Ridicule, I fhould be 
inclined to treat a Law like this with 
fome Degree of Leivty; for who, my 
Lords, can be ferious when his Con- 
fent is defired to a Bill, by which it is 
enacted, that Men fhall act on certain 
Occafions as they fhall think moft ex- 
pedient ? 

Nor is this, my Lords, the only In- 
fiance of Precipitancy and want of 
Confideration, for many of the Injunc- 
tions are without any penal San¢tions 
fo that though we fhould pafs this Bill 
with the greateft Unanimity, we thould 
only declare our Opinion, or offer.our 
Advice, but fhould make no Law;.or 

what, 
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what, with regard to the Purpofes of 
Government, is the fame, a Law which 
may be broken without Danger. 

But general Objections, my Lords, 


will naturally produce general Evafi- A 


ons, and a Debate may be prolong- 
ed without producing any clear View 
of the Subjeét, or any fatisfactory De- 
cifion of a fingle Queftion: I fhall 
thercfore endeavour to range my Ob- 


jections in Order, and by examining p 


fingly every Paragraph of the Bill, 
fhew the Weakneis of fome Expedi- 
ents, the Superfluity of others, and 
the general Unfitnefs of the whole to 
produce the Protection and Security 
intended by it. 


In the firft Claufe alone may beC 


feund Inftances of all the Improprie- 
ties which I have mentioned to your 
Lordfhips: It is propofed that in a 


Time of War between this Empire 
and any other State, fuch a Number of 
Ships fhall be employed as Cruizers p 
er Convoys in the Channel, as the 
Admiralty fhall judge moft proper for 
that Purpofe. What is this, my Lords, 


but to continue to the Admiralty the 
Power which has been always execu- 
ted? What is it but to enaét that the 


Ships fhall be ftation’d in time of War E 


as the Commiflioners of the Admiralty 
fhall determine and direct? 
Of thefe Ships, it is further enaéted, 
that they fhall be careened three time 
a Year, or oftner if there fhall be oc- 


cafion ; but it is not declared who fhall _ 
judge of the Neceflity of careening, or * 


who hall be punifhed for the Negleét 
of it when it .is requifite, or for the 
Permiffion or Command of it when it 
is fuperfluous. 

There is yet another Regulation, 


my Lords, ia this Claufe, which ought G 


not to be paffed without Remark. It 
is. provided, that the. Sailors employed 
jn the Cruizers and Conveys in the 
Channel, thal! not be turned over but 
to other Cruizers and Convoys, by 
which I fuppofe it was intended, that 


ourOatguards thould be prevented from 


being weakened, and that our Mer- 
chants fhould never be deftituse of Pro- 
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teGtion; an End truly laudable, ang 
which deferves to be promoted by fome 
Eftablifhment better concerted. The 
Expedient now propofed, feems to have 
been contrived upon the Suppofition, 
that the Admiralty may not always be 
very folicitous for the Safety of the 
Merchants, and that therefore it is ne. 
ceflary to fecure them by a Law fromthe 
Danger of being deprived of Proteai- 
on ; for upon the prefent Efte biithment, 
the Removal of Men from one Ship 
to another muft be made by the Per. 
mifflion of the Admiralty, and when 
the Right of fuch Permifiion fhall by 
this Law be taken away, what new 
Security will the Merchants obtain? 
The Admiralty wil! ftill have the 
Power, though not of turning over the 
Men, yet of recalling the Ships, and 
Commerce fuffer equally in either 
Cafe. 

By the fecond Claufe, my Lords, 
there is ftili a Power referved to the 
Admiralty, of difmiffing thefe Guar. 
dians of Commerce from their Stations, 
and employing them iz cafe of great 
Necefity in the Line of Battle, on this 
Side Cape Finijerre. Not to cavil, my 
Lords, at the Term of great Necefity, 
of which it is apparent that the Com- 
miflioners of the Admiralty are to 
judge, I would defire to be informed 
what Meafures are to be taken, if a 
royal Navy fhovld unluckily rove be- 
yond this Cape which is marked cut as 
the utmoft Bound of the Power of the 
Admiralty, and fhould there be reduced 
tothe Neceffity of engaging defperately FF 
with a fuperior Force, or retiring ig- 
nominiouily before it. Are not our & 
Ships to pafs a fingle League beyond & 
their Limits, in the Honour or Prefer 
vation of their Country? Are they 
lye unadtive within the Sound of the FF 
Battle, and wait for their Enemies on 
this Side the Cape? 

The third Ciaufe, my Lords, is, fF 
net ablurd like the former, yet fo im- 
perfectly drawn up, that it can pro

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foyal Docks there are Officers already 
flationed, and im any other Place what 
can an Officer deputed by his Majeity 
do more than hireWorkmen, who will 
as chearfully and as diligently r ferve 
any other Perfon? And why "may not 
the Captain of the Veflel procure Ne- 
ceflaries for Money without the Aflift- 
ance of a Commiffioner ? 

In the Fourth Ciaule, my I ,ords, no- 
thing is propo! fed but what is every 
Day praftifed, nor any Authority con- 
fered ‘upon the Court of Admiral: y 
than that which it alv ys poffelt 
pan: thing thofe who ey their 
Orders. The Provifion againit the 
Crime of wilfully fpringing a Mat 
js at leaft ufelefs, for when did any 
Man admit that he fprung his Maft by 
defign ? Or why. fhould it bz imagined 
that fuch an A&t of Weckednes, fuch 
flagrant Breach of Truft and apparent 
Delertion of Duty, would in the pre- 
fent State of the Navy efcape the {e- 
vereft Panifhment? Would not all the 
Offcers and Mariners on board the 
Ship fee that fuch a Thing w il- 
fully done ?

The fifth Claufe, my Lords, is with- 
out any penal Sandtion, and therefore

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I own, my Lords, it may be-objeAedy 
that every Captain will by this Claufe 
be furnifhed with an Excufe for defert. 
ing his Station at Pleafure ; that under 
Pretence of uncommon Ardour to pur. 
fue the Enemy, he may wafte his Time 
in endlefs Preparations for Expedition; 
that he may loiter in the Port to careen 
his Ship, that, before it is foul, he may 
bring it back again, and employ the 
Crew inthe fame Operation, and that 
our Merchants may be taken at the 
Mouth of the Harbours in which our 
Ships of War lie t@ be careened. 

But, my Lords, it is to be remem- 
bred, that in the third Claufe a Com- 
miffioner is appointed, by whom Ac- 
counts are regularly to be tranfmitted 
to the Admiralty of the Arrival and 

eparture of every Ship, and by whom 
the Condu& of every Captain is to be 
infpected, and that he may eafily de- 
tect fuch trnant Commanders, as fhall 
careen theirShips only for the Sake of

Nor canthe Merchants fuffer by any 
Negligence or Corruption of the Cap- 
tains, becaule it is intended that the 
Place of every Ship returhing into 
Port fhall be fupplied by another, and 
that the fame Number hall be always 
in the fame Station, unlefs more im- 
portant Service makes them more ne- 
ceffiry in another Place. 

This Provifo, my Lords, a Provilo 
undoubtedly reafonable, is eftablifhed 
in the fecond Claufe, but has not had 
the good Fortune.to efcape the Cen- 
fure of the noble Lord, who has en- 
quired, What muit be the Conduct of 
the Commanders of cruizing Veflels, 
ifa Sea Fight fhould happen beyond 
the Cape which they are im this Claufe 
forbidden to pafs? 

That the Claufe may admit of: Ex- 
prefions not only more proper, but 
more agreeable to the Intention of thofe 
by whom it was drawn up I cannot 
deny; for I fuppole it very. far from 
their Defign to limit the Operations of 
our Navy to any. Part of the Ocean, 
and am confident that they meant only 
that the Cruizers fhould net be dif 

patched 
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ed to fuch a Diftance from their 
Stations, as that our Coafts fhould be 
left long unguarded, or the Enemy 
have Lime to colleft his Forces, and 

us his Navies or his Privateers upon A 
our defencelefs Traders. 

If by the Commiffioners mentioned 
inthe third Claufe be intended a new 
Swarm of Officers, the Propofition is 
fuch as I confefs myfelf very. far from 
approving, for it will be to little Pur- 
pole that we protect the Trade, if we 
invent new Comniflioners to devour its 
Profits; nor can we hope for any other 
Confequence from additional Wealth, 
if it be procured by mereafing the In; 
fluence of the Crown, but that we 
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fidered as difrepatable and irregular, 
yet it does not appear that it has been 
cenfured with the Deteftation which. it 
deferves, or punifhed with the Severi- 
ty neceflary to its Prevention. 

It is obferved, my Lords, with Re- 
lation to the following Paragraph, that 
either Houfe may at prelent reguire 
Accounts of the Conduét of the Cap- 
tains of the Navy, end that therefore 
it is unneceflary to provide by any new 
Law, that they fhall be laid before 
them, but if it be confidered, my Lords, 
how many Enquiries which we have 
a Right to make, are Year after Year 
conftantly omitted;and how many may 
be excited by Curiofity to read Accounts 


fhould become a more tempting Prey C whicls lie before them, who yet will 


f tothe Harpies of a Court, 

But, my Lords, to accomplifh all 
that is indended by this Claule, there 
is not any Need of new Officers, for 
there are not many Ports, in which 
Ships of War can be commodioully 
| careened, and perhaps there is not one D 
| which can be ufed for this Purpofe, in 
which there is not already fome Of- 
ficer of the Crown, whofe Employ- 
ment allows him Leifure fufiicient for 
| the Execution of a new Charge, and 
| whofe prefent Salary will afford an 
ample Recompenie. for fome calaal 
Addition of Employment. 

The fourth Ciaufe, in which is pro- 
vided that no Commander fhall wil- 
fully fpring his Mait, or defert his 
| Station, is {uch as I fhould be willing, 
| with the noble Lord, to think unne- F 
cefary, but muft appeal to your Lord- 
fhips whether the late Condué& of the 
Convoys has not too evidently fhown the 
Defect of our prefent Eftabiifhment. 

The Injuries, my Lords, which the 
Publick may fuffer by the Negligence 
of the Commanders of the Ships of 
War, are fuch as it is worthy of the 
Legiilature to obviate with the utmott 
Caution, and therefore it is bv no 
Means improper to enact a Punifhment 
for thofe who fhall upon any falfe Pre- 
tences leave their Station ; for though ! 
fuch neglect of Duty is in the. prefent 
State of our naval Eftablifhment, con- 


not move the Houfe to demand the 
Accounts, or engage in the Debate; 
which fuch a Motion may produce, ‘it 
will not be thought unneceflary to pros 
vide that they fhall be fabject to Ex- 
amination without the Formality of 
a reguiar Vote. 

As to the fixth Claufe, my) Lords, 
which regards the Nomination fof 
Convoys at a certain Time, I can dif- 
cover no reafonable Objection to fuch 
a Provifion, or none that-can prepon- 
derate againit the Advantages which 
may arife from it. By the certain 
Eitablifhment of Convoys, the Value 
of Infurance may be nearly fixed, 
Merchants will know what Confidence 
is to be repofed in the Force of the 
Ships, and, whatthey have perhaps 
had of late equal Reafon to examine, 
how much Traft can be placed in the 
Fidelity of the Commanders. 

The Nomination of Convoys, my 
Lords, is in my Opinion more likely 
to affright our Enemies and todeter 
their Attempts, than to encourage 
them by the Information which it will 
afford them ; for nothing but our own 
Negligence can conceal from us the 
naval Strength of any Power on Earth, 
and we may always, while we are care- 
ful to preferve our maritime Superiori- 
ty, protect our Merchants fo power- 
fully, that none of our Enemies fhall 
be incited to attack them by the 

Know 
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Knowledge of the Namber and Force 
of the Ships appoimted for their De- 
fence. 

I come now, my Lords, to the 
feventh Claufe, and furely to afcer- 
tain the Duties of the Captains to 
whofe Proteétion our trading Vef- 
fels are intrufted, cannot appear fu- 
perfluous to any of your Lordflips 
who have read the Lifts of our Loffes, 
heard the Complaints of our Merchants, 
or made any Enquiry. into the Conduct 
of our Sea Captains. There is, I fear, 
too much Reajion to believe, that 
fome of them have with premeditated 
Defign, deferted the Traders in Places 
where they have known them moit 
expofed to the Incurfions of the Ene- 
my, and it is to the laft Degree evident 
that others have manifefted fuch Con- 
tempt of the Merchants, and fuch a 
Difregard: of their Intereft, as may 
moft juflly expofe them to the {ufpici- 
on of very criminal Negligence, of 
Negligence which no Community can 
be too watchful againit, or too feverely 
punith. 

It: has been affirmed by the noble 
Lord, that it is not equitable to fubjeé 
the Commanders of Convoys to Penal- 
ties for the Lofs of the. trading Vefiels, 
which. may perhaps either rafhly or 
negligently quit their Protection. That 
if 1 not reafonable. to fubject them to 
Penalties is undoubtedly true; but 
my Lords, it is far from being equaliy 
certain, that itvis:not jut to expofe 
themeto a Trial, ma Cafe im which it 
mut. be almoft impofiible to determine 
falicly; ima Cafe where the Crews of 
perhaps twenty Ships maybe cailed as 
Watneiies of their Condu¢t; and where 
none but thofe whofe Ship: is loft can 
bender the leat Temptation to offer 
a falfe Teitimony againit them. 

Ona. this Occafion, my Lords, it may 
not be improper to obviate the Objec- 
tion produced by the /eeming Omifiion 
of penal San@iions, which is only an- 
other Proof of implicite Confidence in 
the Officers of the Admiralty, who 
have already the Power,allowed to mi- 
hiary Courts, of proceeding againft 
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thofe who fhall deviate from their Op: 
ders. This Power, which isin a great 
Degree difcretionary, it was thought 
improper to limit, by afcertaining the 
Punifhment of Crimes, which fo many 
Circumitances may aggravate or’ dix 
minifh ; and therefore, in my Opinion, 
this Claufe is far from being fo defegt. 
ive as the noble Lord reprefented it. 

The three laftClaufes, by which the 
Ships in Columbia are prohibited to 
leave their Station, by which it is re 
quired that Accounts fhould be once in 
fix Months tranfmitted to the Admi- 
ralty, and by which the Captains 
are fubjeéted to the Command of the 
Governors of our Colonies, are in my 
Opinion juftly to be cenfured. The firk 
is impofiible to be obferved, the fecond 
is unneceflary, and the third will proba- 
bly produce more Inconveniences than 
Benefits. 

Thus, my Lords, I have endea- 
voured to fhow that this Bill, though 
not perfect, is yet fuch as with fome 
Emendations may produce great Ad- 
vantages to the Traders of this Em- 
pire. For though, it is undoubtedly a 
jut Obfervation, that the Succefs of 
military Attempts cannot be promoted 
by rigid Reitri¢tions and minute Re- 


E gulations, yet it is equally certain, that 


no Nation has yet been fo fortunate as 
to be ferved by Men of Integrity {u- 
perior to Laws, or of Wifdom {uperior 
to Inftru€tions, and every Government 
has found it neceflary to direé& the 
Conduct of its Officers by general 
Rules, though they have been allowed 
to comply with particular Circum- 
flances, and to give way to fudden 
Accidents. 

[think it therefore, my Lords, ne- 
ceflary to propofe that this Bill fhall be 
more particularly examined in.a Com- 
mittee, that after having received the 
neceflary Explanations and Amend- 
ments, it may be referred again to the 
other Houle. 


The Hargo Devarlar rofe next, and [poke 
ta the Purpofe following. 
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My Lorbs, 
HE noble Duke has by his Ar- 
guments in favour of this Bill, 
piven a very eminent! Proof of great A- 
bilities, he has fhown every Claufe in A 
that Light, which may leaft expofe to 
view its Improprieties and Defedts, but 
has at length only fhown that it is not 
impoflible to make a ufeful Law, for 
the Purpofes mentioned in the Title of 
this Bill ; not that any of the Expedi- p 
ents now propofed will afford the defir- 
ed Advantage to the Publick, or ob- 
viate any of the Inconveniences of 
which the Traders have been fo long 
and fo importunately complaining. 

This Bill, my Lords, is indeed 
founded upon a Law made in a Reign © 
celebrated for the Wifdom of our Con- 
duét and the Succefs of our Arms, but 
it will not, I fuppofe, be afferted, that 
nothing was even in that Priod ill 
conducted; nor will it be anArgument, 
fufficient for the Juftification of anp 
Expedient, that it was practifed in the 
victorious Reign of the Emprefs Nana. 

If we enquire into the Confequences 
of that Law, we fhall find no Induce- 
ment to revive it on this or any future 
Occafion. For it had no other Effect 
than that of expofing us to our Enemies 
by dividing our Forces; aDifadvantage 
of which we foon found the Effects by 
the Lofs of two large Ships of feventy 
Guns and of a Multitude of trading 
Veflels, which, by that Diminution of 
our naval Armament, necefiarily fell 7 
into the Hahds of Privateers and fmall 
Cruifers that ravaged the Ocean with- 
out Fear or Moleilation. 

If we examine the prefent Eftablifh- 

, mentof our Navy. my Lords, it willbe 

difcovered that nothing is propofed in ‘ 
this Bill which is not gore efficacioufly ~ 
periormed by the Methods now in Uke, 
and more judicioufly eftabiithed by 
Laws ef which long Experience has 
fhown the Ufefulnefs. This, Lerds, 
will eafily appear from the Perufal of 
the Orders which every Commander of 
a Convoy regularly receives, and of 
the printed Rules, eftabliflied by hisMa- 
jefly in Council, for the Royal Navy. 

inthefe, my Lords, much more is 
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comprehended than can properly ‘be 
inferred in a Law uot occafionally vari- 
able, nordoI think any thing omitted 
which an experienced and candid En- 
quirer will think ufeful to the Encreafe 
of our naval Strength,or neceflary to the 
Proteétion of our Commerce. 

In confidering this Bill, I fhall net 
trouble your Lordfhips with a minute 
Confideration of every fingle Para- 
graph, tho’ every Paragraph might 
furnifh Opportunity for Animadver- 
fions ; but fhail content myfelf with 
endeavouring to evince the Reafon- 
ablenefs of fome of the Objections 
made by the noble Lord who {poke 
firft, and enforcing his Opinion’ with 
fuchArguments as have occurr’d to me, 
tho’ indeed it requires no uncommon 
Sagacity to difcover,or faperior Skill im 
Ratiocination to prove, that where this. 
Bill will produce any Alteration ig 
our prefent Scheme, it will maniteftly. 
change it for the worfe. 

For furely, my Lords, it will not 
be neceffary to’ fhew, by any elaborate 
and refined Reafoning,the Abfurdity of 
confining Cruizers to particular Sta- 
tions, with an abfolute Prohibition to 


" depart from them, whatever may be 


the Certainty of Deftruétion, or Pro- 
fpect of Advantage. 

If the Intention of cruizing Ships is 
to annoy the Enemies of the Nation, 
ought they to. be deprived of the Li- 
berty of perfuing them? If they are 
defigned for the Protection of our Mer- 
chants, muft they not be allowed to 
attend them till they are out of Danger ? 

Every one, my Lords, has had Op- 
portunities of obferving that there are 
Men who are wholly engrofled by the 


_ prefent Moment, and who, if they can 


procure immoderate Profit, or efcape 
any impending Danger, are without 
the leaft Solicitude with Regard ‘to 
Futurity, and who, therefore, live only 
by the Hoxr, without any general 
Scheme of Conduct, or folid Founda- 
tion of lafting Happinefs, and who con- 
fequently are forever obliged to vary 
their Meafures, and obviate every new 
Accident by fome new. Contrivance. 
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By Men of this Difpofition, my 
Lords, a Temper by which they are 
certainly very little qualified for Le- 
giflators, the Bill now before us feems 
fo have been drawn up, for their At- A 
tention is evidently fo engaged by the 
prefent Occurrences, that there is no 
Place left for any Regard to diftant 
Contingencies. The Conclufion of this 
War is to them the Period of human 
Exiftence, the End of all Difcord and p 
all Policy. ‘They confider [beria as the 
onlyEnemy with whom we can ever be 
at Variance, and have therefore drawn 
tip a Law, a Law without any Limi- 
fation of Time, to enable us to oppofe 
her. They have with great Induftry 


and long Searches difcover’d, chat C Reprifals, becaufe they have few Ships 


Cruizers on this Side Cape Finiferre, 
thay -be of Ufe againft the Jherians, 
and propofe therefore, that in all Times 
of War they are to be difpatched to 
that individual Station, tho’ we fhould 
be engaged in Difputes with the Nor- p 
thern Crowns, or fit out Fleets to make 
Conquefts in the Ea? Idnic:. 

In all our Wars, my Lords, how- 
ever judicioufly concerted and however 
happily concluded, the Pleafures of 
Saccefs have been abated by the Mor- 
tification of Lofies, and fome Com-® 
plaints have been at all Times mingled 
with the Shouts of Triumph. How 
much foever the Glory of the Nation 
has been elevated, the Fortunes of par- 
ticular Perfons have been impaired, 
and thofe have never thought them- fF 
felves recompenfed by the general Ad- 
vantages of the Publick, who have 
faffered by the Acquifition of them ; 
they have always sm me them‘elves 
marked out for Ruin by Malevolence 
and Reféntment, and have concluded 
that thofe Difafters which fell upon © 
them only by the common Chance of 
War, were brought on them by Neg- 
ligence or Defign. 

The Loffes of our Merchants in the 
prefent War muft be acknowledged 
to have been more than common, but 7} 
if we examine accurately into the 
Caufes that may be affigned for fo 
great a’ Number of Captures we thal 
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find them fuch as this Law will haye 
no Tendency to remove, fuch as might 
be eafily imagined before the Com. 
mencement of Hoftilities, and fuciy gs 
it will be extremely difficult on any fy. 
ture Occafion of the fame kind, to hin. 
der from producing the fame Effeds, 
The firft and greateft Caufe, imy 
Lords, of the number of our Loffes, 
is the number of our Ships, which 
cannot all be fafficiently proteCed, The 
Extent, therefore, of our Commeéee 
in Proportion to that of our Enemies 
expofes us to double Difadvantage, 
we neceflarily lye open in more Party 
to the Depredations of Privateers, ang 
have no Encouragement to attempt 












of Value to be feized. The Profit of 
our Commerce naturally with- holds our 
Sailors from our Ships of War, and 
makes Part of our Navy an idle Show; 
the Certainty of Plunder incites them 
to turn their Megchant Ships into 
Cruifers, and to fufpend their Trade 
for more profitable Employment. Thus 
they at once encreafe the number of 
Planderers, and take away from us the 
Opportunity of repairing our Loffes by 
the fame Practice. 

And, my Lords, if the Loffes of 
our Merchants have been greater than 
in former Wars, our Trade is more — 
extenfive, and our Ships far moreé | 
numerous. Nor is it to be forgotten 
that a very important Part of our Com. 
merce is carried on before.the Eyes of 
the /heriazs, fo thatthey may iffue out 
upon our Merchants from their own 
Coafts, and retire immediately beyond 
Danger of Perfuit. 

Bet, my Lords, neither the Situa- 
tion of Jderia, nor the Extent of our 
Commerce, would have made this 
War fo deftructive, had not our Mer 
chants fometimes facilitated the At- 
empts of our Enemies by their own 
Negligence or Avarice.

aiter his Death, or that he procured the

Book to be tranflated only that by leaving C fubje& for a great Part of his Life, and 


it behind him, he might fecure his Claim 
to his other Writings. 

It is afferted by Sir Hans Sloane, that Dr 
Sydenham, with whom he was familiarly 
acquainted, was particularly verfed in the 
Writings of the great Roman Orator and 
Philofopher; and there is evidently fuch 
a Luxuriance in his Stile, as may difcover 
the Author which gave him moit Pleafure, 
and moft engaged his Imitation. 

About the fame Time that he became 
Batchelor of Phyfic, he obtained by the 
Intereft of a Relation, a Fellowfhip of 42 
Souls College, having fubmitted by the 
Subfcription required to the Authority of ¢ 
the Vifitors appointed by the Parliamenr, 
upon what Princip'es, or how confiftently 
with his former Condud, it is now impol- 
fible to diftover. 

When he thought himfelf qualified for 
Praétice, he fixed his Refidence in Weft- 
minfler, became Dr of Phyficat Cambriage, 
received a Licence from the College of 
Phyficians, and lived in the firft Degree 
of Reputation, and the greateft Affluence 
of Praétice, for many Years, without any 
other Enemies than thofe which he raifed 
by the fuperior Merit of his Condu&, the 


* Since the foregoing was written we have 
feen Mr Ward's Lives of the Profeffors of Gre- 
foam Colle; who inthe Life of Dr A4apletoft 
fays, that in 1676, Dr Sydenbam publithed his 
Obfervationes medica circa morborum acutorum bifte 
oriam &F curationem, which he dedicated to Dr 
Mapletoft, who at the Defire of the Author had 
tranflated them into Latin ; and that the other 
Pieces of that excellent Phy fician were tranflated 


which waa afterwards accompanied with 
the Stone in the Kidneys, and,, its natural 
Confequence, Bloody-Urine. 

Thefe were Diftempers which even the 
Art of Sydenham could only paliiate, with. 
out Hope of a perfe& Cure, but which, 
if he has not been able by his Precep:s to 
inftru& us to remove, he has, at Jeait, by 
his Example, taught us. to bear; for he 
never betray’d,,any. indecent Impatience, 
or unmanly Dejection, under his Torments, 
but fupporced ; himfeif by..che RefleGions 
of Philofophy, and the Confolations of 
Religion, and-in every Interval of Eafe, 
applied himfelf ro the Affittance ef others 
with his ofual Adiduicy. 

Aftera Life.thus ufetully.employed, he 
died et his Houle in Pad-mal,.on the 29th 
0 Dec. 1689, and was buried.in the Ife, 
near-the. South Door, ofthe Church of 
St James's in Weflminfier. ‘ 

What was his:Charadter, as a Phyfician, 
appears from the Treatifes which he has 
left, which it is not neceflary to epitomife 
or tranfcribe; and from them it may like- 
wife be colleSted, that his Skil!l in Phytic 
was not his higheft Excellence ; that_his 
whole CharaGter was amiable; that his 
chief View was the Benefit of Mankind, 
and the ‘chief Motive. of his AGiors the 
Will of God, whom he mentions with Re- 
verence, well becoming, the moft enlighr- 
ned and moft penetrat:ng. Mind. He was 
benevolent, candid, end communicative, 
fincere and religious; Qualities, which ir 
were, happy if they coud copy from him, 
who emulate his Knawledge, and imirace 


into that Language by Mr Gilbert Havers of Tri - H his Methods.

which at leat have this Claim to Veneration, 
above the Remains of the Roman Macnificence, 
that they are the Works of thofe Heroes, by 
whom the Roman Empire was deftroyed, and 
which may plead, at leaft in this Nation, that 
they ought not to be negleéted by thofe that owe 
to the Men whofe Memories they preferve, 
their Conftitution their Properties, and their Li- 
bertics.

Tue Laws of different Countries, as they 
are in themfelves ejually worthy of Curiefity 
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with their Hiftory, have, in this Collection, 
been july regarded; and the Rules, by which 
the various Communities of the World are go-

Bu T, with particular Induftry, have the va- 
rioos Writers on the Laws of our own Country 
peen colleéted, from the moft ancient to the 
prefent Time, from the Bodies of. the Statutes, 
to the minvtett Treatife ; not only the Reports, 
Precedents, and Readings of our own Courts, but 
even the Laws of our Weft- Indian Colonies will p 
be exhibited in our Catalogue. 

But. neither Hiftory nor Law have beer fo 
far able to engrofs this Library, as to exclude 
Phyfic, Philofophy, or Criticiim. ‘Thefe have 
been thought, with Juftice, worthy of a Place,

It is not uncommon, my Lords, 
when the Fleet has enter’d the open 
Seas, for the Traders to take different 
Courfes both from the Convoy and

from each other, and to difperfe them 
felves beyond the Poflibility of receiv- 
ing Affiftance in Danger or Diftrefs, 
and what Wonder is it, if part of them 
be loft, fince only part of them can be 
proteéted ? 

It may be imagin’d, my Lords, that 
this is only an Excufe forged by 
the Commanders to cover their own 
Negligence or Treachery ; it may be 
be ask’d, what Motives could induce 
the Merchants to expofe themielves to 
unneceflary Dangers, or what Proofs 
they have ever given of fuch wild 
Negligence of their own Intereft or 
Safety, as that they fhould be fufpeded 
of rufhing precipitately into the Jaws 
of Rapine. 

This, my Lords, is an Objeétion 
fpecious in itfelf, and fuch as thofe 
who have not enquired into the prefent 
State of our Traffick will not very 
readily difcover to be fallacious; but it 
may eafily be removed, by -fhowing 
that the Danger of being taken by the 


D Enemy is generally not fo great to 


thofe who have the Direétion of the 
Ship as it is commonly believed. 
By the prefent Cuflom of Infurance, 
my Lords, the Merchant exempts him- 
Pppp felf 
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felf from the Hazard of great Loffes, 
and if he infares fo much'of the Value 
of the Ship and Cargo,that the Chance 
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the Port, [ thall difpofe of my Com- 
modities with uncommon ‘Advantage ; 
if I mifcarry, the Infurer willat leaf 


of arriving firft-at the Market, is e-A fuffer with me, and be defervedly 


quivalent to the remaining Part, what 
fhall ‘hinder ‘him from prefling forward 
at all Events, and dire€ting his Courfe 
intrepidly through Seas crowded with 
Enemies? 


It is well known, my” Lords, that , 
there is, ima great Part of Mankind, a 


fecret Malignity, which makes one un- 
willing to contribute to the Advantage 
of another, even when his own In. 
tereft will fuffer no Diminuation,” nor 
isit tobe imagined that thisDifpofition 


punifhed for his Sufpicions- and Extor- 
tion. 

I doubt not but fome of your Lord- 
fhipswill imagine, that I am now in- 
dulging chimerical Speculations, that 
Je am a‘cribing great Force, toweak 
Motives, and {uppofing «Men. to a& 
uponPrinciples which, in reality, never 
operated in the human Breaft. When 
I think difadvantageoufly of others, 
my Lords, Iam indeédalways defirous 
to find myfelf miftaken, and fhall be 


is lefs predominant in Traders than inC pleafed to hear on this Occafion from 


the other Claffes of the Community, 
though it is exerted on different Occa- 
fions. ~The Envy of one part of Man- 
kind is‘excited by Reputation, or In- 
tereft, or Dignity, or -Power. The 
Trader, for the moft Part, envies no- 
thing’ but Money, in which he has been 
taught from his “Infancy that every 
human -Excellence is comprehended, 
and contributes to the Increafe of the 
Riches of; another, with the fame Un- 
willingnefs, with which a Soldier would

For this Reafon, my Lords, there is

to'avoid ; ‘for to what Parpole, fays he, 
have I tnfured my Ship if I am not to 
be fet free from theNecellity of Anxie- 
ty and Caution ? If I arrive iafely at 





any of your Lordthips, who have con- 
verfed at large ‘among Mankind, that 
it is not common for one Man to ne- 
glec&t his own Intereft for-Fear of pro- 
moting that of another. In the pre- 
fent Queftion, my Lords, I have only 
fuppofed that Envy may be one Me- 
tive among many, and wifh its In- 
fluence were fo {mall, as that it might 
have been lefs proper to mention it. 

The. Praétice of Infurance, my 
Lords, whether it-contributes ‘or not 
to the Number of tlhe Captures, un- 
doubtedly encreafes the Clamour:which 
they Occafion; for as. the Lofs is‘ex- 
tended,theComplaint is multiplied,and 
both the Merchant ‘and Infurer take 
the Liberty of cenfuring the Condutt 
of the Naval Officers, and of con- 
demning the Mealures of the.Govern- 
ment. ‘The Miniftry is charged with 
neglecting the Protection of Commerce, 
with opprefling the Merchants,and with 
conniving at the Enemies Preparations, 
that they who moft eagerly -folicited 
the War, may be the firit that fhall 
repent it. 

Another Caufe of the Frequency of 
our Lofles in the prefent War, is the 
general Circulation of Intelligence 
throughout Degulia, by which it .is 
made impofiible to conceal from our 
Enemies the State of our Armies, oer 
Navies, or our Trade. ‘Every Regi- 
ment that is railed, every Ship that is 
built, every Fleet of trading Vefteis 
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that lies waiting for a Wind,’ is’.mi- 
nately regiftered in the Papers of the 
Week, ard Accounts of it tranfmitted 
to every-Nation of the World, where 
Curiofity or Intereft will pay’ for In- 
formation. The IJberians, therefore, 
need only regulate their Schemes ac- 
cording to their Inftru&tions from Li/- 
iiput, and watch thofe Fleets which 
are frequently fent out, for they may be 
confident that fomeMafters will wander 
from their Proteétors, enticed by Ava 
rice, Negligence,or Temerity, and that 
they fhall have Oppoxunities of .en- 
riching themfelves without the Necef- 
fity of engaging the Convoy. 

To protect Ships which are to be 
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That. fome Meafures- ought to be 
concerted for the Prefervation ci out 
Trade Iam very far.from denyinz, 
and fhall' willingly. concur in fuch a3 
fhall to me appear likely to promote 
the. End -propofed by them. | Our 
Loffes, my Lords, are undoubtedly 
great, though I believe far jefs than 
they are reported by. Difcontent and 
Malevolence, for if a Ship.be delayed 
by an accidental Hindrance, or kept 


P hack by contrary. Winds. for, 2 few 


feer’d each at the Will of the Mafter, , 


is no.lefs impoffible, my Lords, than 
to Conduct an Army of which every 
private Man is at Liberty to marchac- 
cording to his own Caprice, to form 
and perfue his own Plan of. Opera- 
tion, and to difpute and neglect .the 
Orders of his Leader. Nor is it more 
reafonable to fubjeét the Captains of 
the Ships. of War .to Penalties for the 
Lofs of a Vefiel, over which they have 
no Authority, than to require from an 
Oilicer in the Army an Account of the 
Lives of Men, who perifhed by. dif 
obeying his Commands.

agree with the noble Lord that it is 
unworthy of farther Confideration.

Nothing, my Lords, is more necef- 
fary to the Legiflature than the Affec- 
tion and Efteem of the People, all Go- 
vernment confifts in the Authority of 
the Few over the Many, and Authority, 
therefore, can be founded only on Opi- 
nion, and mutt always fall to the 
Ground, when that which fupports it 
is taken away. 

For this Reafon, my Lords, it is 
worthy of this moft auguft and awful 
Affembly to endeavour to convince the 
People of our Solicitude for their Hap- 
pinefs and our Compaffion of their 
Sufferings, left we fhould feem ele- 
vated by the cafual Advantages of 
Birth and Fortune above Regard to the 
lower Claffes of Mankind, left we 
fhould feem exalted above others only 
to neglect them, and invefted with 
Power only to exert it in Aéts of wan- 
ton Oppreffion, left high Rank thould 
in time produce Hatted rather than 
Reverence, and Superiority of Fortune 
only temptRapine and excite Rebellion. 

The Bill‘now under our Confidera- 
tion, my Lords, cannot be. rejected

equal Importance, the Miniftry may 
think theSufferages of theOfficers more 
ferviceable than their Swords, and 
may be more afraid of expofing them-A 
felves than the Nation by any Detach- 
ment of their Forces. 

Such is at prefent, Sir, the State of 
this unhappy Country, that neither in 
Peace nor War are any Meafures taken, 
but with a View of encreafing or con- p 
firming the Power of the Mintftry ; 
for this Purpofe thofe Troops, whofe 
Officers have Seats here, are to be re- 
tained at home, and the Fate of our 
Columbian Settlements to be commit- 
ted to new levied Forces without mi- 
litary Skill. 

For this Reafon is an Army to be 
raifed without Neceflity, and raifed 
im a Manner that may furnifh the 
Court with an Opportunity of ex- 
tending its Influence, by the Difpofal 
of great Numbers of new Commifli p 
ons. Sy this Plan every Family that 
ws burthened with 2 Relation, whofe 
Vices have ruined his Fortune, or 
whofe Stupidity difqualifies him for 
Employ ment, will have an Opportuni- 
ty of felling for a Commiffion its In- 
tereft at the approaching Eleétion ; De- © 
pendance will be propagated, and the 
troublefome Spirit of Liberty be de- 

fied. 

To little Purpofe will it be objected, 
that Soldiers and Officers will be e- 
qually Ignorant, that Difcipline is not r 
infufed inftantaneoufly, that a military 
Drefs will not make a Soldier,that Men 
can only know their Duty by Inftrac- 
tion, and that nothing is to be hoped 
from Ploughmen, and Manufatturers 
commanded by Sthool-boys. The 
Succefs of the Expedition is not foG 
much confidered by thofe who have the 
Difeétion of the Levies, as that of the 
Ele&ion; and while they keep their 
Pofts they are very little concerned a- 
bout the Affairs of Columbia. 

In Defence of this Method it has, | 
indeed, been affirmed, that it’ was pre-' 
ferred by the NardacMawrolbrugh ; but 
we are not informed to whom, or up- 
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on what Occafion he declared his O- 
pinion, and there‘ore are left at Liber- 
ty to doubt, whether his Authority is 
not produced for a Method which he 
did not approve. or approved only at 
fome particular time for fome extra- 
ordinary Service. 

It is urged that he recommended it 
by his Practice, and that his Succe's is 
a fufficient Proof that his Praétice was 
founded upon right Maxims. But if it

If the Succefs of Troops be proper- 
ly urged as an Argument fot the Forint 
of their Eftablifhment, may not the 
Victories of Prince Exzene afford a 
Proof, equally convincing, that a few 
Officers are fufficient ?‘ And if the Ar- 
guments, which arife from Succefs are 
equal on both fides, ought not the 
Neceffi:y of faving the publick Money 
to turn the Balanc: ? 

War, Sir, is in its own Nature a 
Calamity very grievous to the molt 
powerful and flourifhing —— and 
to a trading Nation is particularly de- 
ftru€tive, as it at once exhaufts our 
Wealth,and interrupts ourCommerce,at 
once drinks up the Stream end chosks 
up the Fountain In thofe Countries, 
whofe Affairs are wholly tranfacted 
within their own Frontiers, “where 
there is either very little Money, or 
where their Wealth is dugout of their 
own Mines, they ate onty weakened 
by the Lofs of Men, or: by the Dimi- 
nution of their Dominioris, and in ge- 
neral can only foffer by being over- 
come. 

But the State of Li/fput is far dif- 
ferent, it isnot neceflary to our Ruin 
that an Enemy fhould be ftronger than 
curfelves, that he fhould be abié to 
pour Armies into our Country, to cover 
the Sea with Fleets, to burn ‘our Vil- 
lages by Incurfions, or deftroy our For- 
trefles with Bombs, for he that cao fe-

relate what we have learnt further of 


that Affair, The Gazette of Dec. 29: 


4 feut. Patrick Sutherland, of Gem. 
glethorpe’s Regiment, who was fent 
Exprefs, but. béine taken by a Spanith 
Privateer, threw his Papers into the Sea. 
Mr Sutherland confirms the Account 
above referr’d to, which comes down to the 
Sth of July; - from theace we shall pro- 
ceed with his Relation from the London 

Gazette. Viz. , 

O* the oth’and roth of Fx/y, all Hands 

were-employed in the Works of Fre- 
derica, and the Indians brought us in fume 
Scalps and Prifoners. , 

The rth, a Settee and two Quarter 
Galleys came within Gun-fhot of the 
Town; but, on our firing fume Guns and 
Bombs from the f ort,and the General go- 
ing towards them with his Boats, they 
returned to their Fleet, Thenext Mora- 
ing being the 1th, an Englifh Prifoner 
efcaped trom them, who ixformed. us, 
thatthe Enemy, on their Landing, had se- 
folved to give no Quarter ; but from the 
Day their Grenadiers were defeated; they 
had been in great Terror, had inrrénchied 
themfelves, and given Orders that no one 
fhould go without their Sentinels, for 
fear of being furprized by. the Indians. 
By other Prifoners and Deferters we were 
told, there were 240 Men, and 19 of their 


Indians, miffing; great Divifions among E 


them, infomuch that Don Antonio de Ro- 
dondo, who commanded the Cuba.Forces, 
encamped feparate from thofe of Augu/t- 
ime, and chat che Commodore had order- 
ed all his Seamen on board. That Nighe 
the General, with sco Men, antcned 
within a Mile of the Enemy’s Camp, in- 
tending to furprize them, but was pre- 
vented by the Treachery of a Frenchman, 
who fir’d his Piece, gave the Alarm to the 
Enemy, and then deferted to them. When 
the General found his Inrention difcovered 
to the Enemy, he ordered ali his Drums 
to beat the Grenadiers March, and then 
returned to Frederica. Next Day, being 
the 13th, in order to defeat the Informa- G 
tions of the French Deferter, he directed a 
Letter to be wrote, and fent it by a Spa- 
ujh Prifoner, who, for a Reward and his 
Liberry, undertook to deliver it to the faid 
Frenchman ; who was inftru@ed to ac- 
quaint the Enemy’s Commanding Otficer 
of the defencelefs State of Frederica, and 4 
encourage them to come up by Water une 
der his Pilotage. This Letter the Spanish 


Prifoner delivered to the Govericr of d3- 
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guftine, and it had fio good Effe&, that the 
Frenchman wasimarediately put intolrens, 
The next Morning, the Spaniards burn'’d 
the Barracks and Officers Houfes at St 
Simons; and Capt Horton’s Houte on Fee 
fgg Frys the whole Accosnt as drawn A kyll, and the fame Night. they reimbark- 


ed with fo. much. Precipitation, that they 
left a Quantity of Ammunition, Provifions, 
and {ome Guns behind them. 

The isth, all the large. Veffels, with 
the Cuba Forces on board, failed to. the 
South ward ; and che Governor andTroops 
from Auguftine, on board the {ma!] Crate, 


B went within Land, and encamped in Sc 


Andrews, and caught. 50 Horfes, with a 
Defign tocarry them away; but onthe 
General’s appearing in his Boats, the E- 
nemy fhot the Horfés, and burnt the Fore, 
and Houfes at Sc Andrews. 

On the 16th, the Genéral followed the 
Spaniards with all his {mail Craft, but was 
not ftrong enough to attack them. He 
Janded a Man out of his Buat on Cumber- 
land, who that Night pafled the Enemy’s 
Camp, and early the next Morning came 
to Fort William, with Advice to Enfign 
Stewart, that the Spaniards were beat off 
St Simons, and, chat the General was com- 
ing witi Succours, and ordered him to dee 
fend the Fort ro the utmoft. 

The 18th, 28 Sail of Spanifb Veffels ape 
peared off Fort William, 14- of which 
came within Land, and iackil the Fore 
from their Gallies and other Vefféls, and 
attempted co land, but were repilfed by 
a Party of Rangers {rom behind the Sand 
Hills. Enfign Stewart who. commanded 
with 60 Men in che Fort, defended ic fo 
bravely, that after an Attack of upwards 
of three Hours, they were obliged to put 
to Sea with confiderable Lofs. The 18 
Pounders difabled two of their Gallies. 

The 19th, che General wason his Way 
to Fort William. 

The 20th he arrived there, and fent 
his Boats and Rangers as far as the River 
St Fokn, who returned the next Day, 
with Advice, that rhe Enemy was quite 
gone; upon which the General gave Or- 
ders for the Repairing Fort William, and 
on the 22d, réturu’d to Frederica. “A tew 
Days aftérwards. the Men-f War from 
Charles-Town came off St Simens Bar ; and 
Cap. Thompfon, with {ome Volunteers 
from Carclina, cur Guard Schooner, and 
two Gallies, came into Se Simons Harbour; 
and Capt. Hardy of the Rye Man of War, 
receiving a Meflege from the General by 
Lieut, Maxwed, who went on boaidhim, 
feat for Anfwer, Trathe weuild take a 
Cruize with the reft of the King’s Ships.

By this you will learn the great Precipi- 
tation with which they quitted their tne 
tended Redudtion of Frederica, and fied 
before the General and his Regiment, and 
our honelt Squirrel King and-a few of his 
Chickefaw Indians,reimbark’d theirTroops 
and retired to Se Muguftine and che Have-~ 
na, whence they came ; for the Particiilars 
whereof | refer you to my Letters to Mr 
C——tt and Mr4——ie. Great, no doubr, 
will bethe Laud and Praife put forth to 
the General on this Occafion,and your Pa.

vanc'd Body of ab. ut 200 Men, may be 
afcribed the faving of Mr O— and his Re- 
gimenr, and.n-t only that, but:the whole 
Colony of Georgia ; for, “is. beyond 
Doubr;, had the Spaniards prevailed, in 
their, March. to:Frederica from St Simons 
where they londed, over the Generai’s ad- 
vanc’d Part'es, and come to. Handicwits 
with him in Frederica, an open, unfortifi- 
ed Place, they, vith their Numbers, being 
upwards of gcoo Men, muft have cur him 
and his People to Pirces:; But the Spans 
ards advanced Body being broken 2s a-

Bus, 
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Body of 1000, which was marching after 
them, which ftruck that Body likewife

non, which the General had kept from 
us ever fince his memorable Siege of St 
Auguftine. 

Pivot near sooo Men, under the Cone 
duét of fo good an Otficer, as the Gover 
nor Of StAugu/tine, fhould fly before 6 or 
700 Men, and about 100 Indians, (moft 
and the beft of whom were our Chicke- 
faws, that live about Savannah Town in 
Carolina) was Matter of jait Aftonifh- 
gent to all Men, but which, is thus ac- 
counted for. The General, after the re- 


tiring of the Spaniards back to St Simons, 
determined to attack them in their Tren-

had got within a Mile, or a Mile and an 
half, of the Spanijh Camp, when a

cut him to Pieces if they would come op; 
and to endeavour to prevail upon them to

withia that Time (as he had juft reccived 
an Expfets; he faid, trom Carolina, which 
informed him the Carolinians where up- 
on fall March) he fhouid have 2000 Men 
by Land, and fix or feven Men of War 
by Sea; fo that if he could keep the 
Spaniards there, he fhould certainly have 
them ail in his Power, and therefore pref- 
fes him again to ufe all his Artifices to 
prevail on them to ftay ; but not to men- 
tion a Word of Vernon's going to Augufe 
tine ; and affured him, that his Services 
to his Britannic Majelty in thofe Partica.

med them all ; and luckily the very next 
Day, three of our Men of War, which 
were fent out before the reft of the Fleet 
we were fending to the General’s Relief, 
appeared off St Simons Bar, and, this core 
reiponding with what the General had 


PD wrote, theSpaniards were all immediate- 


ly ordered on board, and they embarked 
with the ytmoft Precipitation and Confue 
fior ; But being got under Sail, our three 
Men of War thought they were coming 
out to attack them, and fo imagining 
themfelves not to have Strength enough 
to ftand fo many Spanif{h Velicls as were 
in Sight, made off before chey came out, 
and by that Means gave the Spaniards an 
Opportunity of fiying unmoleited to St 
Arguftine. For the other Particulars of 
this Affair, and rhe Conduét of the Men 
of War therein, my Letters to Mr C—tt 
wi!l give you a pretty fuil Account, to

And thus has ended this 
Expedition, fitted out at this Province at 
the Expence of about 60,000]. for the 
Relief and Protection of General O—— 
and Georgia, which how gratefully it has 
been received,and wharReturns have been 
made by him for it, Mr C—te’s Letters 
will fhew ; .and I fhall only add, thar he
